it comprises a general report by the 
acting Chief Commissioner, Mr. Schee- 
nicke, and separate reports from the 
three treaty ports, all accompanied with 
statistics, Mr. Scheenicke’s report opens 
most enthusiastically. ‘The year 1889 
was a good year, but it was entirely put 
in the shade by 1890, which was the 
most prosperous since the country was 
opened. The cereal crops in Corea 
were excellent, while there was scarcity 
in Japan, so that there was “an un- 
precedented increase in almost all the 
staple articles of import and export.” 
In the early autumn there was some 
fear that the cholera, which attacked 
Fusan and Yuensan, would spread over 
the country, but it was happily averted, 
and the trade rapidly recovered from the 
temporary check. ‘The following figures 
of the total value of the foreign trade 
during the last six years should dissi- 
pate any fears that Corea will not 
repay the attention that foreign Powers, 
Japan most of all, have shown her :—

‘There was a fair business in woollens 
too, and a large one in metals which is 
thus explained : “A steady demand for 


through the year, caused by the minting 
at the capital of 5-cash pieces.

‘There is apparently a 
grievous mistake in this last paragraph, 
for it can hardly be that a silver dollar 
is equivalent to 450 1-cash or to 1,440 
5-cash pieces, and it is curious that it 
should have passed unnoticed by the 
various eyes under which these reports 
pass before publication. 

Of the total exports valued at 3} 
millions of dollars, beans account for 
1 million and rice for 2 millions; the 
maintenance of the exports at these 
figures depends on the harvests in Coren 
and Japan, What the government of 
Corea is is shown by the fact that while 
Japanese-owned rice-husking mills are 
doing well, the government mill erected 
for the same purpose has never even 
been started; while the quartz-crush- 
ing mill imported more than two years 
ago from the States is still lying at 
Pingyang in the original cases, Mr. 
Schenicke notices that the export of 
gold depends on whether there is a 
greater demand for labour in agricul- 
tural operations, and on the value of 
gold in terms of silver. “An appre- 
ciation of gold or a diminution of the 
export of cereals is pretty certain to 
bring about an increase in exportation 
of the precious metal in future years, 
As a matter of fact, gold will always 
stand ready to fill up the balance of . 
trade against the country.” 

‘There is little to call special atten- 
tion to in Mr, Johnston’s report from 
Jenchuan (Chemulpo), except tliat he 
looks.on the bean trade with Japan as 
a permanent one, as the Japanese are 
giving up growing beans and substitu- 
ting mulberry trees. From Pusan Mr. 
Hunt writes most enthusiastically. ‘The 
vast bounds made by the trade of his 
port almost carry him away. The de- 
mand for grain in Japan tempted the 
farmers to sell even the stocks which 
they ordinarily keep in their granaries 
against a possible dearth; and where 
they used to grow the cotton of which 
they made their clothes, they now grow 
beans, which they sell to Japan, and 
with the proceeds buy English shirtings. 
Fusan, too, is extending enormously ; 
its harbour is filled with vessels, where 
cone used to call every three weeks ; 
the settlement has grown much too 
small, and a great change has come 
‘over its once-deserted streets. “Now, 
whether a steamer is expected or not, 
week-days, Sundays, and holidays alike, 
the streets from early dawn to dark are 
filled with one incessant stream of 
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234 
business men, with light carts loaded 
with merchandise drawn either by men 
or bullocks, and with coolies groaning 
under their packs.” All this is due to 
Japanese energy entirely. 

uensan had only a checkered career 
in 1890; ‘The first half of the year was 
a good time, and the revenne was 40 
per cent. larger than in 1889. ‘Then 
came a drought, followed by violent 
rains, and these by cholera, aud the total 
revenue for the year was a trifle below 
that for 1889. “The harvest, however, 
“turned out fairly well, so that with 
the approach of winter a revival of trade 
set in, and the close of the year saw a 
return to normal prices and a healthy 
business activity.” Mr, Oiesen notices 
that the export of fish manure nearly 
suffered extinction in 1890, and he 
gathers that the fish from which this 
product is made only visit that part of 
the coast in alternate years. ‘Three live 
tigers were shipped, and “ their depar- 
ture was viewed without regret.”

According 
to observations at’ Nagasaki, the typhoon 
has travelled to the N.E., passing to the 
S. of Japan, Yesterday another marked 
fall of the barometer, accompanied by 
variable winds, in the Formosa Channel 
indicated the existence of a depres: 
sion over the continent.—18:h August 
Yesterday the barometer rose along the 
coast and at Nagasaki but fell at Tokio. 
This morning the barometer is very high 
at Shanghai, Along all the coast winds 
were light and yariable.—19th August : 
Yesterday the barometer continued to rise 
all along the coast, from Tientsin to Hong- 
kong, with light and variable winds, This 
morning the barometer, still very high, has 
begun to fall slightly at Shanghai,—20th 
August : Yesterday there was a marked fall 
of the barometer in the north, and the com- 
mencement of a similar fall in the south, 
Winds remained light or moderate, and 
variable. This morning at Shanghai the 
barometer has fallen to the normal height, 
and is still falling. 

We have heard the suggestion made that 
some of the European powers are not un- 
willing to sce Franco emburrassed by having 
to undertake alone uction for redress of the 
outrages her citizeus have suffered recently 
at the hands of Chinese mobs.

We learn that no son of Mr. Hsiieh, the 
Chinese Minister to England, ete., is impli- 
cated in the Kolao Hui or the recent out- 
rages. The story appears to have arisen out 
of alocal quarrel at Wusieh between the 
Hsiich family and some of the gentry, in 
which some of the latter, in the hope of 
getting the Hsieh family into trouble, 
wildly and groundlessly accused them of 
being members of the Kolao Hui, 

A correspondent at Tientsin writes under 
date the 13th instant :-~The snipe have 
begun to migrate early this year, dnd goud 
bags are being made near the Settlement, 
The water hasalniost entirely disappeared off 
the country, the autumm crops are bumpers, 
and the temperature is more bearable than 
it usually is in August. Steamers have 
difficulty in the last reach of the river, but 
nowhere else. The rake is at work,’ and 
has sensibly deepened the channel at the 
shallowest part of the Tientsin reach. 

‘There was a large gathering at the New 
Cemetery yesterday afternoon to pay the 
last offices to the late Mr, Henry Pull 
who died on Wednesday. Mr. Pullen’ 
untimely death will be long lamented by a 
large circle of attached friends at Hankow 
and Shanghai, where he was best known, 
and indeed at’all the Yangtze ports. Hig 
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kind-heartedness showed itself to the last, 
almost his last words being, shortly before 
the approach of, death, “Wish” all my 
friends good-bye.” The Rev, H. C. Hodges 
conducted ‘he service, and the coffin, 
covered wich wreaths und floral crosses, 
was born to the grave by eight of his 
oldest fritmds, Messrs. J. F. Cheetham, P. 
V. Grane, R.’ Mackenzie, A. Macleod,’ E. 
W. Rice, E. B. Skottowe, R. E. Waine- 
wright and T. Wood, Capt, David Marti 
of the Tatung, walked behind it as chiet 
mo‘arner. 

We are sorry to learn that Mr. Collins, 
“a well-known Yangtze pilot, died on board 
the Fooksany at Wubu at 9 p.m. on the 
ASth, after a short illness. We have heard 
rthatthe cause of death was blood poisoning, 
‘the result of a bite by an insect. 

Among the passengers who left for the 
United States per Empress of Japan was 
‘Mr, C. Beruard, one of the chief engineers 
in the employ of the C. M.S. N. Co. Mr. 
Bervard came out to China in 1859, 

A bookkeeper named Pease, employed 
by Messrs. Moutrie, Robinson & Oo., was 
taken to the Hospital at eleven o'clock 
on Tuesday morning, suffering from the 
effects uf an overdose of laudanum, He 
had been suffering from diarrhoea, and took 
no less than two ounces of laudanum to 
procure relief, He is now rapidly recover- 
ing. 

On. Saturday evening at half-past six 
o'clock fire broke out in a Chinese godown 
Detween Nanking and Tientsin Roads, on 
the upper side of Honan Road. At the 
time most of the fereign residents were 
engaged in the usual Saturday amu 
but there was no delay ou the part o 
firemen, who soon had five streams playing 
on the building. ‘The godown belonged tox 
native medicine shop und was insured, and 
the whole damayo does not amount to 
$1,000. The origin of the fire is unknown, 

We have to thank the Statistical Depart- 
ment of the Customs for a handsome 
quarto volume of 386 pages in green cloth, 
containing the ‘Treaties, Regulations, 
ete,, between Corea and ‘other Powers, 
1876-1889." 

We understand that some one has laid 
down the rule, after the successful function 
of Thursday night when Major Morrison 
received a *‘send-off” such as bas never 
been excelled in Shanghai, that, “you 
can’t fire salutes after sundown.” ‘This 
shows a remarkable ignorance of Shanghai 
There may be places where the guns are 
so tied up with red tape that they won't 
go.off after the sun has gone ; but iu all 
such matters Shanghai is a law unto itself, 
and a very good law too ; and its artillery 
will fire « parting salute to anybody who 
deserves it, without any regard to military 
heliolatry. 

After ‘all, we find that Shanghai has 
authority for firing salutes after sundown, 
‘The following are the Queen’s Regulations 
regarding salu es:-—Section 3, Paragraph 
72.“ Asa general rule no salutes will be 
fired befure eight o’cluck in the morning 
nor after sunset in the evening, nor dur 
the usual hours for Divine Service on 
Sundays. ‘The same principle will apply 
to guards of honour and official receptions, 
In exceptional eases the course to be pur- 
sued will be determined by the oflicer 
commanding the garrisun.”” 

The Light Horse monthly cup was shot 
for on Wednesday morning at 200 and 500 
yards, Corporal Haskell was the winner.

She will have the engines that were taken 
out of the Kuling, when the latter was 
couverted into a twin-screw steamer. 

‘Mr. W. Daniel, late chief officer of the 
Kaifong, has been appointed Captain of the 
Tamsui, relieving Mr. Fvster who was tem- 
porarily in command. 

The Naupactus, having been straightened 
in Tungkadoo Dock and re-wetalled, was 
towed down to the ninth section on Satur- 
day morning. 

The Dutch dredger which came out in 
pieces and was put together by Messi 
Farnham & Co., was floated out of their 
Jower dock last week. The official trial 
will take plac ter the arrival of some 
Yellow River officials from the north. 

The English mail which arrived here in 
the Mirzapore was just 31 days in transit, 
and reached Shanghai something over four 
days ahead of contract time. 

When the Yokohama Maru left Nagasaki 
the Lennox was flying the quarantine flag, 
as Captain Swinnerton had died of cholera 
and five of the crew were down with the 
disease. 

The following is_a copy of a telegram 
received by Messrs. Dodwell, Carlill & Co. 
from their Hongkong firm:—“The Emprese 
of China will arrive at Hongkong on the 
22nd instant, and will sail from Hongkong 
on the Ist of September, arriving at Shang- 
hai on the 3rd of September. 

‘The Glenesk, the Iatest addition to the 
Glen fleet, was outside the Woosung Spit 
Buoy yesterday. She is bound up to 
Hankow with machinery. 

During July 251 foreign vessels entered 
at the Customs as follows :—British 142; 
Chinese 66; German 14; Japanese 14; 
Norwegian 6; French 4; American 2; 
Austrian 2; and Danish 1, Twenty-six 
Chinese lorchas were also entered. 

When H.M.S. Archer left here for Naga- 
saki, she experienerd a typhoon on the 2nd 
instant. No damage was done and the 
ship behaved very well. 

M.S. Archer returned to Shanghai 
yesterday from Japan to reinfurce the 
Squadron under the orders of Captain 
Clutterbuck. 

According to the report of the Tatung, 
the temperature at the river ports has been 
lower this week than it ws previously. 

‘There was a Chinese squadron at Nanking 
when the Tatung passed that port. 

Te is suggested by some of the members 
of the seafarng profession that the 
Harbour Master at Woosung be supplied 
with a powerful steam Jaunch to enable 
him to go quickly from one vessel to 
another, for when there is a strong flood 
tide, it’ is almost impossible for a row- 
boat to reach a ship that is below his 
station. It sometimes happens that the 
Woosang Harbour Master's services are 
required at short notice : if he had a steam 
launch he could off to the vessel. At 
present when he cannot go owing to the 
strong current, a delay to the vessel of a 
tide ur even two results. No blame 
attaches to the officer for this, as it re- 
cognised he cannot do impossibilities. 

With regard to the robbery of dollars 
from the office of the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
on Sunday week, the culprit has not been 
brought to ie The police are appar- 
ently moraily sure who the culprit is, but 
there are difficulties in the way of their 
arresting him, and we believe the compra- 
dore who loses the money declines to 
proceed further in the matter. While the 
police were searching the premises after 
the robbery they found a roll of forty bad 
dollars of which the thief had only taken 
one and left the rest. 

Anunknown Chinaman committed suicide 
by drowning himself in the Whangpoo on 
Sunday morning. He ran down Canton Road 
and jumped off the pontoon head first 
















































into the water, His body was recovered, 
bur life was extinct. 

We have seen the counterfeit Manila 
Lottery ticket recently referred to in these 
columns. Tt is so accurate a copy, to the 

i dot in the ornamental border, of 
ine ticket, that if it was not printed 
from the same plates as the real tickets, 
it must have been copied by photolithogra- 
phy. The paper is the same too, and has 
the same water-mark, The only difference, 
and that so small that it would only be 
detected after a long search, is in the num- 
bering. ‘The number of the forged ticket is 
10593, and the first of the five numbers, the 
1, is very slightly different in shape from 
the same figure on the genuine tickets, It 
is so close an imitation that only an expert 
would discover the difference. 

A rather unusual event occurred recently 
at Newchwang. Three Shanghai amahs 
were with their charges in the public gar- 
den there, when they were insulted by 
some ‘boys’ belonging to some of the 
residents. It appears that the Newehwang 
‘boy’ has a serious antipathy to Shanghai 
amahs, The Chivese steward of a steamer 
to which one of the amahs belonged went 
to their assistance, when one.of the ‘ boys” 
drew a knife, and cut him very seriously 
across the chest, the other ‘ boys’ running 
away. Two of the amahs caught hold of 
the “boy,” one on each side, while the 
other, a tall, lurge-footed woman, took off 
her shoe and belaboured him with it on the 
head all the way to his master’s house. 
He has since been sentenced to three 
months’ confinement, in the native jail, a 
very serivus penalty. The steward is still 
ing from his wound, which

Zavzibar. The German Colonial adminia- 
tration will, we are told, of course follow 
the example of Belgium and of Stanley 
himself, “who go long as they found 
‘Tippoo ‘Tib of service to them treated the 
above named gentleman as their very 
friend, and it was only when the expedition 
had come to an end that his every act and 
word were spoken of us dishonest aud he 
himself was described as a sort of unmask- 
ed villain.”

If it be true, then to preach it is need- 
less torture to their children ; for Mr. 
Horsburgh would deny the ‘hope of 
purgatory. The doom has fallen, 
nothing can now avert it. But if it be 
false? Then surely those who preach 
it stand themselves coudenned, and of 
something worse than cruelty. 

We prefer to turn from Mr. Hors- 
burgh’s arguments to his methods. “We 
shall have,” he says, “no English build- 
ings, nor big institutions of any kind, 
but live very simply in native houses, 
wearing the native dress and queue, 
conforming as far as may be to native 
customs and eating—those who can 
and will—the wholesome native food.” 
On this question of native cersus foreign 
living there will continue to be serious 
differences of opinion which we cannot 
enter into now. Mr. Horsburgh caleu- 
lates that a missionary living in this 
way could be supported for £50 a year, 
or less, and he meutions the case of 
one man who, to use his own words, 
“itinerated” for nearly twenty-seven 
weeks at a total cost of only £15. Still 
even for such moderate expenditure 
as this, means aust be provided 
somehow. “Let 20 Christians take in 
the Standard or the Daily News 
instead of the Times, aud send out a 
missionary.”

THE AWKWARD QUESTIONS.

We mentioned on Thursday, the 13th 
instant, that the British Government 
had put three questions to the Govern- 
ment of Chiua, They were: (1) Why 
was the Imperial Edict not communi- 
cated by wire? (2) Why was the official 
who did his best at Wuhu degraded ? 
(3) Why were the Wusueh murderers so 
inadequately punished? ‘The Chinese 
Government, we now leurn, sent these 
questions to HE, Li Hung-chang to 
be answered. 'I'heir receipt caused some 
excitement in the Viceroy’s yamén, but 
he has replied to them, and has been 
quite happy since he sent off his 
answers, flattering Limself that he has 
satisfactorily explained everything. 
His replies were: (1) It is ot 
the custom of China to send edicts 
by wire. ‘This, of course, is a mere 
evasion, ‘The case was too serious, and 
the issues too important, to admit of 
any delay. ‘Time was an important 
factor if the matter was to be dealt: with 
seriously, as was undoubtedly the Em- 
peror's intention, (2) The magistrate 
was degraded for other reasons. "This is 
obviously another evasion, as it was 
publicly stated at the time that he was 
degraded as a concesssion to the native 
public, which had denounced him for 
doing his duty in this affair. Such w 
reply as this can only injure China in 
the eyes of foreign Powers, and confirm 
the feeling that she is not to be depended 
upon. (3) That two culprits have been 
executed, and several others punished 
according to their offences. This reply 
comes far short of being satisfactory be- 
cause the punishments fall far short of 
the requirements of Chinese law in cases 
of murder among themselves. No one 
asks for a vengeful retribution, but the 
honour of the government being at 
stake, it should make a near approach 
to the requirements of its own Tie in 
similar cases of crime among its own 
people in punishing the atrocious outrage 
at Wasueh, The Chinese must not be 
encouraged to think that a riot which 
culminates in the murder of inoffensive 
foreigners will be more lightly punished 
than if the victims were Chinese. 

Lord Salisbury added to these ques- 
tions the demand that Hunan should 
ned, with the threat that if China 
could vot control her own people, 
the turbulent Hunanese, foreign Powers 
would take the matter in hand. ‘lo 
this the Viceroy replies that China is 
perfectly able to control her own peo- 
ple. The conclusion is almost inevit- 
able that if she is able, she is not will- 
ing to exercise her authority when for- 
eign nations are involved. Meanwhile 
the Powers do not intend to be satis- 
fied with these replies, and with what 
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has been done by the Chinese govern- 
ment so far in the way of punishment 
and reparation. ‘They have sent China 
what is virtually an ultimatum, and 
will not take any inadequate reply.

NOTICES OF BOOKS, ETC. 


Pocket Dictionary, Chinese English, and 
Peking Syllabary. By Cuavsczy Goov- 
nici, Peking, 1891. 

‘This is a small volume six inches by four 
and a half in size, and five-eighths of an 
inch thick. It contains 237 pages, of two 
columns each, besides an Introduction of 
four pages, in'which the character and aim 
of the book are explained. Dr. Williams’ 
Dictionary contains 12,527 ‘characters, 
under 10,040 articles. This “Pocket Dic- 
tionary ”, the total weight of which, bound 
in a strong and durable cover, is only eight 
ounces, contains 10,587 characters (includ- 
ing duplicates). ‘The price for the paper- 
covered edition is one dollar, and for a 
style on thin paper with limp covers one 
dollar and a half. Should there be a 
demand for it, an intermediate variety 
will probably be provided. 

‘The characters are arranged alphabetic. 
ally, the order under each syllable being 
governed by that of the tones, which are 
indicated by number from one to four. 
Characters which have more than one 
tone, have tivo or more numbers following 
them. 

In ‘regard to each one of the myriad 
characters which it contains, this diction- 
ary undertakes to answer six distinct ques- 
tions, and in regard to many of them it also 
ives’ information upon eight other points. 

‘ho six things which it tells about every 
character, are the following, (1) Its proper 
notation. (2). Tte tone, ts radical, 
which is printed immediately after the 
character, but in smaller type.

Of the eight items 
in regard to those characters which call for 
any additional remark the first has already 
been referred to, and is the counterpart of 
number two mentioned above, and consists 
in figures denoting whatever tone the cha- 
racter may have besides the one selected 
as the principal one. (2). The different 
readings of a character, each reading 
Deing also found under ‘its appropriate 
syllable elsewhere. (3) The fact that a 
character is not to be found in Williams’ 
Dictionary, indicated by a circle in place of 
the page number. (4) ‘That the character 
has an abbreviated form, given immediately 
below the full fori, and designated by the 
character chien (ii). (5) That the charae- 
tor iv a clussifier, (or *numerative’) indi- 
cated by a capital C, immediately following 
the definition, (6) That the character is 

















used as a surname in the Chinese list of 
‘Hundred Names,’ indicated by a capital 
S, following the definition. (7) That the 
character is read in dictionaries and rhyme- 
books as a ju-sheng (AXE). (8) In some 
instances a few phrases are given, in which 
the character described is employed. The 
number of these phrases is very small, 
many of the syllables which have few 
characters under them, being al ther 
destitute of illustrative phrases. is 
doubtless due to the lack of space, owing 
to the extreme compression rendered 
necessary by the plan of the book. The 
orthography which Mr. Goodrich has 
adopted, is substantially that of Sir Thomas 
Wade, as being the best known and the 
anost approved. ‘A few sounds found in 
Wade's Syllabary are, however, omitted, as 
chio, ch'io, chiio, chriio, chuo, th‘uo, hsio, 
hsiiv, lito, nio, niio, yo. These be 
considered as rather affected pronunciations 
used by some teachers, which it is quite as 
well not toimitate. Tustead of ho, ko, and 
k‘o,hé, ké, and k’é aregiven, as moreaccura- 
tely’ representing the Pekingese sound.’ 
To this list of changes might well have 
been added the syllable which Sir Thomas 
Wade represented by the letter O, which 
Mr. Goodrich gives as E. 

The concluding sentence of the Intro- 
duction informs us that ‘A key has been 

repared, by which any character may be 
Found in the table of radicals. This will 
be published should there appear to be a 
demand for it.” It is probable that the 
desire for economy of room, which has 
been already mentioned, led to this serivus 
omission, which we wre sure every pur- 
chaser of this Picket Dictiowry will re- 
ret. The great number and variety of the 
iiacritical marks which are employed, have 
rendered the work of printing this volume 
a slow and laborious process, though to 
this fact the author makes no allusion, 
Several years lave now elapsed since the 
book was substantially ready for the press, 
but the result is 3 striking exemplification 
of the motto ‘slow but sure.” In such an 
examination as we have been able to give, 
we have not detected a important 
typographical error. 

‘This book is a ‘ 
of the Peking dialect, but of the Chinese 
language. While some of its information 
will be specially helpful to those who speak 
Northern mandarin, there is probably no 

rt of the empire where the book cannot 
Be ‘consulted to advantage. 

The value of a work of this sort depouds 
largely upon the qualitications of the author 
for the task which he has undertaken. As 
the number of new students of the Chinese 
ilnguage already is large, and is rapidly 
nvcreasing, it may not be amiss to mention 
for their information that Mr. Goodrich 
has been in China for 26 years, and that 
his mastery of Pekingese both theoretical 
and practical (the latter including accu- 
racy of tone and of idiom) has, so far 
as we are aware, never been surpassed 
by any foreigner. He rendered valuable 
assistance to Sir Thomas Wade in the 
preparation of the T:u Erk Chi, and Dr. 
Williams has acknowledged his indebted- 
ness to the same authority for Pekingese 
sounds in Williams’ Dictionary. The 
number of dicti ies of Chinese is already 
large and will undoubtedly be increased 
in the immediate future. Aids to the 
study of the language have indeed be- 
come {bewilderingly numerous, and many 
‘of them justly lay claim to high excellence. 
Under these circumstances, it is easy for 
a learner of Chinese to think that he 
already possesses all the help which he 
can advantageously use, and for this 
reason he may refuse to provide himself 
with this new one. But in so doing, he 
will, we are confident, commit what the 
naval courts call ‘an error of judgment.’ 
A dictionary is like a watch ; it ought to be 
a good one, but, especially in China, one 
is not enotgh.

CHINKIANG. 
(prow ovR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


‘Mr. Yii (4%) the assistant tnanager in the 
office of Foreign Affairs at Nanking, is at 
present in Chinkiang co-operating with the 
‘Taotai in settling the claims for the damages 
done by the rioters in Tanyang, Kiangyin, 
Pungchow, Kitkao, Wusih and Kinkwei, 
all these places being within the Chinkiang 
Taotai’s jurisdiction, 

Mr. Yi, a Prefect in rank, has been 
educated in Europe, and speaks both French 
and English very fluently. He has also a 
good knowledge of law and western methods 
of procedure, and is said to make good use 
this in cross-questioning the witnesses, 
sifting the evidence and bringing the facts 
of the case to light. 

Up to the present time, the claims of 
only two places, Tanyang and Kiangyin, 
have been settled, the former at about 
$12,000, the latter at $9,000. 

‘The claims of the other places are before 
the commission, and a speedy settlement 

looked for.

CHUNGKING. 
gee 
(eno OUR OWS CORRESPONDENT.) 


Wo have little of a riotous nature to 
report from this region. ‘The province of 
Szechuan would hardly seem to be sustain- 
ing its reputation a3 one of the most 
turbulent in the empire. Personally we 
think it is nothing of the sort, though 
occasional oucbreaks have led many to 
think so. About two weeks ago a riot was 
reported at Yiinyanghsien, the city next 
above Kueichoufu and a little than 
half way from Tchang to Chun; . We 
have not learned the particulars of the 
disturbance, but the property of the Roman 
Catholics, the only missionaries there, is 
said to be in ruins, 

‘We seem quiet enough here, though one 
or two things have occurred which have 
caused a little uneasiness. Rumours were 
circulated of children being kidnapped by 
native Christi ata village about a day’s 
journey from here, and one of them was said 
tohave been traced toChungking. Atanother 
time there appeared on the door of one of the 
street chapels a placard warning people not 
to be deceived by these preachers of false 
doctrine and adding a few foul things about 
priesta and nuns. However, as there were 
no threats to loot, burn, best or kill, H.M. 
Consul did not feel called upon totakean offi- 
cial notice of it. When these are omitted, the 
foreigner in China, since he must draw the 
line somewhere, may as well consider him- 
self treated like a gentleman. Yesterda: 
some dissolute fellows made a row ani 
‘smashed up some furniture in a disreputable 
house in the city, and when complaint was 
made of them they were arrested together 
with an “Elder Brother” of the Kolao 
Hui, a well known /siutsei, whom they 
had threatened to bring to their assistance. 
Fortunately the members of this secret 
society are not reputed to be numerous in 
Chungking, and evidently it will not be 
best for them to attract official attention. 

‘A letter which appeared in your columns 
recently from a resident of Ichang has 
caused some comment here. It would seem 
rather late to begin a crusade against the 
foreigner adopting the native costume since 
it is worn by ait the Catholic and near! 
half the Protestant missionaries. 1f 
choose to wenr the dress of my native 
country this gives me no right to 
dictate as to the practice of others. We 
should think no sensible person would 
object to criticisms of missionary methods 
which were carried on in tolerant tone 
and spirit, ‘but such harsh and uncalled- 
for expressions as **men and women hud- 
dled together in a boat” will naturally 
be resented and tend to react upon the 
writer of them, On this point your corre- 
spondent feels cons'rained to offer his 
testimony in the interest of fairness and 
justice. He hus either seen or been 
Cognisant of every: party of missionaries 
which has come from Ichang to Chungking 



































during the last eight years, and has never 
knownanythingimproper intheir travellin3 
arrangements. Every party has cousisted 
of single men, or of single men_or single 
women only, in the charge of married 
missionaries, The only exception is the 
recent one to which he alludes, in which 
half a score of unprotected young ladies set 
out for the far interior. "Perhaps their 
purpose was to obviate his objection to 
theif being ‘huddled together” with the 
men. He speaks of their course as ‘* tempt- 
ing “Providence,” but the outcome might 
lead one to conelude that Providence favour- 
ed their project. They arrived here in 
safety and a part of them pursued their 
unprotected and uneventful journey by 
Iand route 1,000 [i further, to the capital 
of this province. By a ‘coincidence the 
leader of the party, one of the most 
estimable ladies whom it has ever been 
our good pleasure to meet, reached here 
on her return at the same time as your 
issue containing the aforesaid letter. 
‘That any place should be in danger of riot 
because of stories set afloat about these 
good people is so absurd that it is not 
really worth notice. 

While we are on the missionary topic it 
might be interesting to notice the large it 
flux of missionaries of different societies. 
An unusual number has come within the 
past year, but the number to come in the 
autumn will be quite unprecedented, 
Already there is certain news of the coming 
of more than @ score to this province alone, 
and the number to come to the three west- 
ern provinces during the year will not pro- 
bably fall much short of half a hundred. 
Evidently it will be some time before the 
business interest is as well represented 
as the mission interest. The question of 
cending the rapids does not 
m to have any effect on the latter. 

One result of the coming of so many 
foreigners is the bringing a large business 
to the native letter hongs. Besides bring- 
ing letters and papers, they also serve as a 
parcels post tu people in the interior. ‘The 
‘carriage of foreign mails, ete., from Hankow 
to Chungking brings them seven or eight 
hundred taels a year and the amount is 
rapidly incre Chinaman-like, they 
try to carry this large amount of matter 
with too sinall a number of coolies, and 
the result is that mail which should 
come from Hankoy two weeks ie often 
from four to six weeks reaching us. Of 
course they are astonished that such « 
small matter should vex jasmuch as 
the Chinese subscribers here to the Shang- 
hai papers usually have them brought by a 
several weeks’ journey by boat to save the 
expense by post.

(From the Daily Echo of Sth August.) 

H.M.S. Pigmy arrived here on the 1st 
instant and the French man-of war Villars 
on the Sth instant. The former, we under- 
atond, leaves for Amoy to-morrow. The 
U.S. gun-boat Palos arrived yesterday 
and is likely to remain here for some time. 

We are glad to be able to state that the 
reported killing of three missionaries up 
country last week was false. It was one of 
the many idle tales always started in times 
cf disquiet. However unsettled matters 
huve lately been at many of the mission 
stations, all has now quieted down. 

‘The prevailing uneasiness at date of our 
last issue has been gradually passing away 
this week. Thanks to the prompt action 
of the mandarins and the foreign consuls, 
the attempt to get up a disturbance was 
frustrated, 

Every precaution was taken that fore- 
thought could suggest, in case of rioting, 
to ensure the safety of the foreign residents 
and their ‘property. Reliable bodies of 
troops were stationed at various points 

















with instructions as to how to act in case 





of need ; and amongst the foreign residents 
themselves there were organised plans 
formed as to what was to be done in the 
event of trouble, 

‘About a dozen teamen have already 
retired to theirhomes for the season. ‘They 
looked upon the present dead-and-alive 
state of the market as auguring badly for 
the third crop and decided to have nothing 
to do with it. 

‘A well known head of a gang of ruffians 
whose business seemed to beto pick a quarrel

It is now seven weeks since the time the 
riot was threatened on 22nd June. Every- 
thing has been quiet from that day.

the following month on account of the 
examination to occur in September. The 
extraordinary police regulations adopted 
to prevent tho riot are till kept up and 
the magistrates still go the rounds at night, 
We hear of their catchin, ispicious 
characters occasionally and giving them a 
beating. 

About a month ago, the Tartar General 
issued @ proclamation’ engrossing the im- 
perial decree on the subject of the riot 
and furnished a copy to each preaching 
chapel in the city, Within a few days, 
the governor has issued a similar pro: 
clamation which is printed and posted 
about the streets. 

It is a month since we had a good rain 
and there is much need of another one 
now. ‘The season algo is unusually warm 
and there is a good deal of sickness: among 
the natives.

We have telegraphic news to the effect 
that Dr. Greig ‘4 missionary doctor) has 
been assaulted by soldiers, and that he 
lies wounded at Kirin, The matter is in 
the hands of Mr. Ayrton, H.B.M.'s Consul, 
who at once waited on the Taotai, and 
pointed out the necessity for protecting 
foreigners iu the interior, At present we 
have not any particulars, but we hope, 
for the sake of the many missionaries of 
‘both sexes located at Moukden and other 
places, that the affair is only a local one, 
and not the outcome of Secret Suciet; 
conspiracies, Missionaries, Romans as well 
as Protestants, have tried for years to ac- 
quire property at Kiriv and further north, 
but sv far from being successful the at- 
tempts to buy or lease lands have already 
led to serious disturbances and death, .We 
hardly expect this outrage was caused by 
any such attempt, and we are anxious to 
learn that Mr. Ayrton’s activity has beon 
the meansofsavingfurthertrouble. H.M.S. 
Firebrand is in port. This is the only 
British gunboat we have had this season, 
and we feel sure her will do much 
good and strengthen the hands of H.B.M, 

msul, even though she cannot proceed 
to the scene of action. 

There have been heavy rains, but so far 
we have not heard that the young crops 
have suffered. Sickness has been prevalent 
in the native quarters, due. partly to the 
damp, and to the excessive consumption of 
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unripe fruit and vegetables, 
melons, etc., may be so classed. 

The chief officer (Mr Briihn) of the 
Hainan was missing on 7th inst., and 
body was picked up in the river on the 9th. 
Athough he coald not have been more than 
two days in the water, his body was dread- 
fully decomposed. We have not heard 
whit the verdict of the Germsn inquest 
was, but it will be satisfactory to learn that 
death was accidental. The funeral took 
place yesterday (Sunday).

SHANSI NOTES. 


It is said that the Shihpav is not to be 
published any more, It is to be feared 
that the effort to supply a native paper at 
Tient has resulted in financial failure. 
‘The Chinese have not yet learned to appre- 
ciate such a publication, Some of the 
missionaries acted as agents, but it was 
found. almost impossible to induce the 
Chinese to subscribe. One geutleman to 
whom a sample copy was offered said, with 
a wave of his hand, ‘We do not want this 
news. It is of no importance to us whether 
we ever hear anything about foreign coun- 
tries or not; we are concerned only in 
Chinese affairs.” No doubt he expressed 
the sentiment of the majority of his eountry- 
men, They desire nothing more than to 

Kept in blissful ignorance of the affairs 
of the outside world. 

Intelligeuce of the riots in the Yangtze 
valley reached the natives by telegraph 
and the matter was much talked about 
some time before the foreigners knew that 
anything had happened. ‘There 
bability of any serious trouble ar 
province, as the people here are 
their gentleness. Still, even here, the 
presence of a large number of foreigners is 
exciting more than ordinary suspicion, 
Within the last few months, some fifteen 
or twenty Swedes have entered the pro- 
vince as associate members of the C.1.M. 
It is said that after a few months epent in 
studying the language this company is to 
be sent over into Shensi. 

The season thus far has be 
ally dry one with us. Month al 
has passed away without any rain falling. 
As @ consequence, the opium and the wheat 
crops were ve r in many places. 
Market prices ‘havo been ndvarcina for 
some time, but there is no dauger of very 
geueral suffering. A few artesian wells 
would confer an immense blessing on this 
province, which is capable of being made 
the garden of China. 

But, of course, the idea of making such 
an improvement never enters the heads of 
the residents, It is believed that a short 
distance from here there is an abundance of 
coal which could be obtained with little or 
ind yet there are thousands of 
n the neighbourhood who have 
nothing but stubble for fuel. So much for 
Chinese enterprise. Oue sighs and asks 
one’s self if the Chinese must forever go on 
living “‘at this poor dying rate?” 

‘Two years ‘go & provincial missionary 
conference was held at T’aiyuanfu, which 
was attended by upwards of thirty mis- 
sionaries. It is proposed to hold another 
some time during the coming fall. It is 
expected that papers will be read and 
topics of common interest discussed ; but 
the development of the social and fraternal 
elements will be the main objects sought 
by the promoters of the gathering. There 
are three Protestant missious in the 
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province ; namely, the English Baptist 
Mission, ‘the American Board’s Mission, 
and the C. I. M.

vthe poste f such de f 

he jon of such a list made from 
data furnished by missionaries themeolves 
will prove to bea great advantage to the 
Chinese government. For with in 
hand the value of any piece of property 
that may in future be destroyed can be 
easily estimated, and exorbitant demands 
for indemnity met and cut down. The 
man who thought of making up such a 

‘mist have had one eye on Wuhu and 
the other on the future, 

Ther exaggeration in saying that 
cholera is raging in and around Soochow. 
‘The coffin makers are kept unusually busy 
on account of the great number of deaths. 

‘A ripple of excitement was recently 
caused by a threatening letter thrown into

he letter was sent to the proper magistrate 
who took a serious view of the matter and 
proclamations were issued offering a 
ward of a hundred dollars for information 
concerning the writer of the letter. ‘The 
Governor of the province has issued a large 
and full proclamation and has sent_a copy 
to each missionary with particular instruc- 
tion to have it pasted upon a board frame 
and hung up us place. ‘The 
language of this proclamation leaves nothing 
to be desired and many copies of it have 
been put up in the city. 















































Our river continues in good order, with 
the exception of the reach next to Tientsin, 
which is very shallow, but steamers all 
manage to come up.

600 per 
annum, but as it is now proposed to make it 
an independent department, or Chihlichou, 
with control over the Fangch‘eng district,

are greater and the intention is to raise 
this amount to Tis. 1,000. 

Tt is also proposed, in accordance with 
the precedent at Haining, to give the 
Hsien of the newly created Fangch‘eng 
district a yearly allowance (yanw ling) of 
Tis. 700; the sub-district Deputy Magistrate 
of Chiangpingssu being likewise a new 
creation will receive an allowance of Tis. 60, 
this being the usual annual amouut paid to 
officers of his rank throughout the province. 

The “Hsin Chien” of Liulussu, Ling 
Shan, is made “Hsin Chien” of Liulussu, 
Chinchou; the Assistant District Magistrate 
of Fangch‘eng is changed into a second-class 
assistant Department Magistrate, Chinchou; 
the district Police Master of Fangch‘eng is 
changed into “Hsiin Chien” of Fangch‘eng- 
ssu, Chinchou, and the ‘Hsin Chien” of 
Tuhsissu, Fangeh‘eng, becomes “ Hstin 
Chien” of Juhsissu, Chinchou. The 
yearly allowances for’ ‘Chou P‘an” 
anda ‘Hsien Ch‘eng” are both fixed at 
‘Tls.80, and those for a “*Tieh Shih” and 
“Hsin Chien” at Tis. 60, so that these 
changes in the designations of the various 
officers do not involve any increase in their 
allowances. The salary attached to the 
post at Chinchou is Tis. SO per year, and 
the sum allowed for forty-nine gaolers, run- 
ners, etc., is'Tls. 294 ; this being the same 
as what 'is allowed to every Chihlichow 
throughout. the province need not be 
altered. ‘The same remarks apply to 
an allowance for twenty minchuang of 
soldiers of Tis, 120 and for a blacksmith 
of Ts. 6. It is proposed to fix the salary of 
the Fangeheng District Magistrate at the 
same auiount as that of the other Magis- 
trates, namely Ts, 45 a year. ‘The allow- 
ance for 49 runners will be Tls. 294 and for 
20 minchuany Tis. 120, The change of 
post from Hsien-ch‘eng at Fangch‘eng to 
Choupan of Chinchou will involves 
reduction of Tis. 5 in the salary of the 
incumbent and Tis. 19 in the allowance for 
servants. The pay of the ‘ Tienshih” 
being the same as that of » Hsin Chien, 
‘Tis. 31,52, no change need be made, but 
an increase of Tis. 30 will be made to 
him in the allowance for office servants. 
The newly created post of Hsiin Chien 
at Chiangpingssu will have attached to 
it the same salary as other posts of that 
kind, namely Tis. 31.52, and two runners 
at Tis. 6 a year each. 

‘These changes will involve a total in- 
creased expenditure of ‘Tis, 496.52 which 
will come out of the Salaries’ Fund of the 
Provincial Troasury.—Let the Board con- 
sider and report.

ESCAPE OF A PRISONER. 

Ch‘angshun states that he has received 
the following report with reference to the 
escape of a prisoner who had been sen- 
tenced to death by strangulation and who 
was being conveyed from the Provincial 
capital to Potounating where the sen- 
tence was to be executed. It appears 
that on the morning of the day after 
that on which they had received charge 
of the prisoner, Ts‘ao Ting-hsi, from the 
Prefect of Kirin, the ofticers who had re- 
ceived charge of him hired a cart and set 
out on the etum journey. Towards the 
evening of the third day they found them- 
selves ata place called T'ungeh ‘ikoutzu, far 
from any inn, in a blinding rainstorm and 
surrounded by a sea of nud. One of their 
number went on ahead to see if he 
could findshelter for the night, and as dark- 
ness was falling fast the’ carter was 
urged to hurry on his team. While so 
doing the animals took fright and upset 
the cart, one of their number succeeding in 
kicking’ over the traces and bolting. 
Baggage, prisoner and guards were all 
turned out one on the top of the other in a 
deep pool of mud. After they had extricated 
themselves two of the soldiers were despat- 
ched in search of the missing mule, and the 
prisoner was taken to the roadside and told 
to stay there until the cart could be righted. 
Whilst all ware busy, picking up, the tag. 
gageand trying to right the cart, Ts‘ao tool 
advantage of the opportunity thus afforded 
him to make his escape, and as he 
made his way into an adjoining’ wood all 
attempts to effect his recapture were fruit- 
less. ‘The only traces of him discoverable 
were his fetters and chains of which he had 
succeeded in freeing himself. 

Instructions have been issued to send 
out search parties to secure Tw'ao Ting-ht;

MURDER BY A LUNATIC, 

Chang Yao reports the following case of 
matricide on the part of lunatic named 
Hu Yii, a native of the Lanshan district. 

Hu Yai who at ordinary times was obedi- 
ent to the commands of his mother, Hu 
‘Ting-shih, had the misfortune to be afflict- 
ed with sudden attacks of mental aberration, 
but as he was never violent the tipso 
Wang Tien-yung and the neighbours were 
induced by the nother to refrain from re- 
potting the matter ofically and to allow 

er son to remain at large, One night in 
the first moon of the present year Hu Yii 
while suffering from one of these periodical 
ttacks was seen brandishing # suiall knife 
and dancing about in the yard of one of his 
relatives, Hu Tzu-kung, “A sonof the latter 
who was trying to pacify him got stabbed in 
theleft sideand on his inother appearing on 
the scene and attempting to get him away 
he stabbed her in the abdomen. Even- 
tually he was seoured by the neighbours 
but the mother died shortly afterwards 
from the effects of her wound, When 
brought up for trial no intelligible an- 
swers could be got out of the’ accused 
and he was placed under medical treut- 
ment until such time as he recovered, 
when he was again examined, At this 
second examination he freely confessed 
his guilt and was in accordance with 
the provisions of the Penal Code sentenced 
to death by ling ch‘ih. As his native place 
is distant from the provincial capital over 
300 Li he will be executed at the latter city 
‘and his head will after the execution 
be forwarded to the scene of the crime and 
there exhibited as a warning to others. 

Tn that the tipao and the neighbours did 
not report the fact that Hu Yii was insane 
and did not see that he was propertly con 
fined, they are guilty in an equal degree 
with those who know that & man has an 
intent to commit murder and yet do not re- 
strain hin. They are accordingly to receive 
one hundred blows with the bamboo each 
and the tipao is in addition to be deprived 
of his office.

IMPERIAL DECREE. 

Wang Wen-shso has presented a memo- 
rial accusing certain military officers of 
receiving bribes and conseuting to join in 
an attack on ‘nativg” villages. 
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‘The facts of the case appear to be as 
folk :—Han Jung-hsien, chieftain of the 
aboriginal tribes at Mengts‘an, Szechuan, 
had a grudge against his colleagues of Meng- 
chiieh and Mengtung, and wanted to apply 
to a Lieut.-Colonel named Pao Hu for the 
aid of soldiers to assist him in an attack on 
his foes. He accordingly currupted some 
officers of the Provincial Commander-in- 
Chief Wu Chan-sheng, namely a sergeant, 
Li Ting-hsien, and a writer, Ho Hsii-wen, 
and through their agency promised a large 
sum to Colonel Pao for his assistance. 
The latter readily agreed to do what 
was asked of him and a contract was 
drawn up, whereupon he forthwith led his 
troops against Mengchueh, which was taken 
and sacked. 

A Taotai, Liu Chun-hu, was at once sent to 
investigate the matter, to restore order and 
recover the stolen property. This officer 
summoned Pao Hu, got him to disgorge his 
plunder and succeeded to some extent in re- 
storing order. Amongst other measures he 
took was the prompt execution of Li Ting- 
hsien, The fact that a commissioned officer 
such as Pao Hu should have the audacity to 
accept bribes and commit the deeds he has 
done shows him to be utterly regardless of 
all discipline. He is to be degraded and 
at once put to death with a view to warning 
others. Tho writer Ho Hsii-wen and two of 
his accomplices, who assisted in drawing uj 
the contract and dividing the spoil, are still 
at large, but positive orders are to be given 
for their immediate arrest, and when captu- 
red they are to be at once decapitated. 
Several other officers who assisted them in 
minor degree are to be dismissed from 
Loy ese service, which they shall never 
be allowed to re-enter. The commander-in- 
chief is greatly to blame for his carelessness 
in even allowing such a thing to take place, 
but as he has since departed this life, 
immediate deprivation of his rank is the 
only punishment to be inflicted on him.

BRIGANDAGE IN KANSU. 


In January of the present year Fu Shou- 
sen, Sub-Prefect of the Thilufanting, re- 
ported to Wei Kuang-t‘ao that a band of 
robbers had formed itself at Yanghai and 
was murdering Chinese subjects and burn- 
ing their villages. With tho assistance of 
the troops, however, and the aid of the 
Mahometan Prince Mamut‘e, the band was 
after some resistance dispersed and the 
ringleaders captured. On looking into the 
case memorialist finds that the scale on 
which this band conducted operations gives 
evidence rather of rebellion than of com- 
mon brigandage, and therefore proposes to 
ut the heuds of the band to death by 
jing chik and to decapitate the others. 
A subscription has been raised for the poor 
people who suffered from their depredations 
and punishment is requested for the Sub- 
Prefect in allowing such a thing to take 
place within his jurisdiction.

DISMISSAL OF MILITARY GOVERNOR OF 

chrasurar. 

A Decree, Not long ago We received a 
memorial from the Censor Wén-yii in 
in which he denounced T'o-ko-t‘uan, the 
Military Governor of Uliasutai, for having 
exacted illegal fees from the postal stations 
and generally harassing the country while 
on the way to take up his appointment. 
We commanded K'uei-pin to investigate 
these charges, and very shortly afterwards 
We received a report from ‘I'o-k‘o-tuan, 
himself admitting their truth and asking 
that he should be handed over to the Board. 
for punishment. K‘uei-pin found that 
Chi-t‘ung, one of the officers attached to 
the accused General, had been guilty of 


accepting money from the authorities in 
charge of the post roads, snd he was di- 
rected to have both this man and a domes- 
tic servant, named Ch‘én-yu, rigorously 
examined. From the report now submitted 
by K'u it appears that there is un- 
doubted evidence of the extortion and 
oppression practised by T‘o-k‘o-t‘nan, who 
not only received presents of money and 
goods from the various stations, but allowed 
his subordinates to enrich themselves by 
passing goods for other people free of duty 
and by exacting the services of men and 
animals to which they were not entitled. 
T’o-k’o-t‘uan has proved himself entirely 
unworthy of holding a position of trust and 
it is our pleasure that he should be instantly 
degraded and should be called upon to 
restore either to the Government or to its 
rightful owner all the plunder that came 
into his possession. Let Chi-t‘ung be sent 
into banishment in Turkestan and let all 
the servants of the late Governor who 
abetted their master in his wrongdoing 
be placed upon their trial and severely 
punished. 

COMMISSION FOR SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTE 

BETWEEN ABORIGINAL TRIBES. 

The native tribes ing the district of 
Yii-shu within the jurisdiction of Kokonor 
have for years past been complaining of the 
bad treatment which they suffer at the 
hands of the native Chieftain of Té- 
erhko in the province of Szechuan. 
The feud between the two tribes became 











so serious that the late Resident at 
Hsining eventually memorialised the 
Throne asking that a commission com- 


osed of officers deputed by the Tartar 
Jeneral at Ch'éngtu, the Viceroy of 
Szechuan, and the Resident in Tibet should 
be appointed to hold an investigation into 
the whole history of the caso. It was 
decided that the commission should meet 
at a central point and that witnesses should 
be examined from both sides. The Gov- 
ernor-General of the Shénkan provinces 
and the Resident ut Hsining have both 
deputed officers to represent them at the 
inquiry, which is to be conducted with 
great caro and without inflicting any 
hardship upon the natives concerned, ‘The 
deputies left Hsining on the 14th of June 
and were to travel by way of the Tankaérh 
Pass. 
RECOMMESDATION POR APPOINTMENT 
OF A TAOTAL. 


The Acting Governor of Turkestan sub- 
mits a recommendation for the appoint- 
ment of an officer as Intendant of the 
newly constituted circuit of Hi and Tar- 
dagatai. ‘The post, he remarks, is one of 
great importance as the official ‘appointed 
will exercise jurisdiction over a large tract 
of country conterminous with Russia and 
conduct commercial relations with that 
Power in addition to undertaking the 
periodical inspection of the boundary 
posts. The officer recommended for the 
post is Ying-lin, x Manchu, who has had 
much experience of official life in Turkestan.

MEMORIAL BY THE TSUNG-LI YAMEN RESPECT- 
ING THE KECENT OUTRAGES ON THE 
YANGTZE. 

The Prince and Ministers of the Tsung- 
i Yamén reverently submit a Memorial to 
the Throne in which, with the view of 
ensuring the tranquility of the country and 
the prevention of future trouble, they 
humbly beg that His Mnjesty may be 
pleased to issue stringent instructions to 
the Viceroys and Governors of the various 
provinces directing them to take prompt 
measures for dealing with the missionary 
cases which have been occurring with such 
persistent frequency. On learning, during 
the fourth moon of the present year, that 
the missionary establishments at Wuhu 
had been demolished, the Yamén telegra 



































hed at once to the Superintendent of 
Trade for the South asking bim to send 1 
gunboat to maintain order and afford pro- 








tection, and desiring him to depute an 
officer to investigate the circumstances on 
the spot. Anonymous placards having 
been posted and false rumours circulated 
simultaneously at Anch‘ingfu, Shanghai, 
and other places, the Superintendent was 
likewise requested to direct all his sub- 
ordinates to redouble their precautions. 
Later on the Southern Superintendent of 
‘Trade and the Governor of Anhui reported 
by telegraph that the Wuhu affair had its 
origin in false rumours that were spread 
about female missionary doctors kidnapping 
young children. The popular suspicion 
could not be allayed until a crowd 
collected and a riot took place which 
resulted in the missionary premises being 
burnt down by the mob.” ‘two vf the ring: 
leaders were subsequently arrested and 
summarily decapitated by way of warning. 
‘The district ee resumed its normal peace- 
ful condition. After a very short interval, 
however, the burning of ‘the missionary 
establishment at Tanyang took place, and 
this was followed by the destruction of 
similar premises at Wusiieh, in Hu 

the particulars of which have not yet been 
fully ascertained, although it is ‘reported 
thal two foreigners were murdered. In 
addition to the above there have been 
serious riots at Nanking and Kiukiang, but 
fortunately the Imperial troops had taken 
effectual precautions and immediately sup- 
pressed thedisturbance. All this continual 
trouble has had a very disquicting effect 
amongst both Chinese and foreigners. In 
investigating the cause of the present stato 
of things, it will be found that it arises 
from the great number of disbanded soldiers 
and of the criminal classes connected with 
secret societies who are to be found every- 
where in the provinces bordering upon the 
Yangtze. The movement is one with which 
the well-disposed portion of the population 
has nothing to do, and its object is to 
influence the minds‘of the people by the 
dissetnination of placards and to make use 
of the opportunity to create certain trouble. 
The religion of the West has for its object 
the incufoation of virtue, and in Western 
countries it is everywhere practised. Its 
origin dates « long time past, and on the 
establishment of commercial intercourse 
between China and Foreign Powers, a clause 
was inserted in the Treaties to the effect 
that “persons professing or teaching the 
Christian religion should enjoy full pro- 
tection of their persons and property and 
be allowed free exercise of their religion." 
‘The hospitals and orphanages maintai 
by the missionaries all evince a 5 
benevolent enterprise. Of late years when 
distress has befallen any portion of the 
Empire, missionaries and others have 
never failed to come forward to assist 
the sufferers by subscribing money and 
distributing relief. For their cheerful 
readiness to do good and the pleasure 
they take in works of charity they assuredly 
deserved high commendation. Even grant- 
ing that amongst the converts there are 
bad as well as good people, still they are 
all equally Chinese subjects amenable to 
the jurisdiction of their own authorities 
and the missionary cannot claim the 
right of interfering in any dieputes or law- 
suits that may arise. There is no reason, 
therefore, why any of the people and the 
converts should not live together in peace 
and harmony, Yet. mischief-makers are 
continually “fabricating baseless stories 
which they industriously propagate until 
the suspicions of the people are aroused and 
then lawless villains seize the opportunity 
to create trouble with a view to obtaining 
plunder. If immediate steps are not taken 
to prevent outbreaks of this kind, both the 
Chinese and the foreign mercantile com- 
munity will, it is to be feared, have no as- 
surance of safety in the future, and the very 
important interests involved cannot fail to 
be seriously prejudiced. The Yamén would 
therefore pray that the Manchu General-in- 
Chief, the Viceroy, and Governors of all 
the provinces may be directed by Imperial 
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Eaict to issue proclamations clearly ex- 

ding to the people that they must 
ba no account lead a ready ear t0 auch 
false reports and wantonly cause trouble. 
People who issue anonymous placards and 
invent stories to inflame the feelings of the 
people should, it is submitted, be at once 
arrested and severely punished. It is the 
duty of the local authorities to afford pro- 
tection: at all times to the persons and 
property of foreign merchants and foreign 
missionaries and no relaxation in this re- 
spect should be permitted. Should the 
precautionary measures be lacking in 
stringency or the protection afforded prove 
inadequate to avert disturbance, the local 
authorities should be denounced in accord- 
ance with the facts of the case. With 
regard to the various riots which form the 
subject of this memorial, and excludi 
the Wuhu case, the ringleaders in whi 
have already suffered the full penalty of 
the law, it is essential that the Viceroys of 
the Two Kiang and of Hu Kuang, and the 
Governors of Riangeu, Avbui, and Hupeh 
should, receive ‘prompt instructions to 
efit the arrest of tho principal, criminals 
and have them severely punished as a 
warning for the future. ‘The Manchu 
Generals-in-Chief, Viceroys, and Governors 
should be directed to take steps for sottlin 
all outstanding eases without delay an 
should not allow their subordinates to 
shrink from the difficulty of the task and 
interpose delays. ‘The Yamén reverently 
submit this memorial to the Sacred Glance 
and humbly solicit His Majesty's com- 
mands respecting the suggestions they 
have ventured to offer.

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 


At a Meeting of the Council held in the 
Board Room, No. 23, Kiangse Road, 
Shanghai, on Tuesday, the 11th Aug., 1891, 
at 4 o'clock p.m.

The Swnmons calling the meeting is taken 
us read. 

The Minutes of the last meeting are read, 
contirmed, signed by the Chairman and 
passed for publication. 

Cash Statement for the past week is sub- 
mitted and cheques for sundry accounts 
aro signed. 

Return of prisoners apprehended and 
Police daily reports for the past week are 
submitted. 

Markets.—Report by the Inspector is 
submitted stating that during July he 
visited the markets, and butcher shops daily 
aud always found them well supplied with 
good and wholesome articles of food. 

The cattle kept at Pah Sien Jaoh, and 
those brought to the various slaughter 
houses have been regularly inspected, and 
were found in good health and condition. 
The number of animals slaughtered to 
supply the foreign marketduring the month 
has been: oxen 672, sheep 1,226, calves 138, 
pigs 26; and brought to the grease shops 
for native use, oxen 52, water buffaloes 
82, sheep (dead) 10, and ponies 14. OF the 
oxen, 3 wero sick and 1 dead when disposed 
of to the grease shops. The beef offered 
for sale during the month has only been of 
fairly goud quality, but there has been an 
abundant supply of good mutton, fish and 
vegetables, 

‘The carcass. of a buttalo calf was seized 
onthe 14th July in Smith’s Market, and 
sent to the grease shop, as the owner was 
selling it as veal, and on the 18th, the 
carcass of an ox was seized in the shop, 89, 
Smith’s Market, and sent tothe grease shop, 














the animal having evidently been diseased 
when slaughtered. 

‘During the month 3 oxen belonging to 
the butcher at No. 78, Smith's Market, were 
rejected as unfit for the foreign market. 

‘The ponies at the native livery stables 
are generally healthy, but several are 
suffering from sore backs, and the owners 
have been ordered not to work them until 
the sores are healed. 

282 carriages have been licensed for 
August against 270 last month, and 306 for 
samie month last year. 

2,672 jinrikehas, and 2,370 wheelbarrows 
have also been licensed. 


Works Matters.—The following report 
by the Engineer, giving particulars of the 
works completed during July, and of those 
now in progress is submitted and ordered 
to be published. 


The following works have been completed: 


Bridges.—The roadway and footpaths of 
the Broadway bridge across the Hongkew 
Creek have been altered so as to improve the 
gradient of the bridge approaches. ‘The rail- 
ings, ete., of different bridges across the 
Yang-king-pang have been painted. ‘The 
Noth Honan ond Bridge has een tho- 
roughly repaired and small repairs have been 
made to the Yangtszepoo Road bridge. 

Buildings, — Repairing roof of Inspector's 
quarters, Central Station. Repairing, doors 
and windows of Artillery Godown and Stables. 

Buulings.—An additional cap has been 
fixed +o the Fearon Road bunding north of 
Broadway, so as to improve the approach to 
the Broadway bridge, across the Hongkew 
Creek. 

Cemeteries. Extending 9-in. pipe drain and 
repairing, painting, etc., seats and chairs in 
the New Cometery. The gate and boundary 
walls of the Soliicrs’ Cemetery have been 
repaired. 

Drainage.—Gullies have been rebuilt and 
fitted with iron gratings in Nanking Road 
near Honan Koad, Chefoo Road between 
Lloyd and Yunnan Roads ; Shantung Road, 
near Hankow Koad; and in Chili Road. 
Cleaning the different drain mouths in the 
English ‘Settlement. 

‘The manholes in both settlements have 
been inspected and cleaned. 

Landing Accommodation.—Small repairs 
have been made to two jetties on the North 
Soochow Road. 

Latrines.—Repairing, clearing &c., urinal 
in Chili Road, south of Nanking Road and 
erecting a 25 gallon automatic flushing tank. 

‘Street Pavements.—Laying composite pave- 
ment in Yuen-ming-yuen Road, between 
Peking and Hongkong Roads, Museum Road, 
near Lyceum Theatre, Nanking Road, south 
side near Honan Road and to the footpaths 
of the Broadway bridge.

The quartette from The Yeomen 
of the Guard concluded the first part of 
the entertainment, and was undoubtedly 
the best piece given, being capitally sun; 
by Misses Cissie Denver and Bessie Royal 
together with Messrs. Walshe and Vernard. 
‘he concert was followed by Sydney 
Grundy's amusing farcical comedy, The 
‘Arabian Nights, which was originally per- 
formed here by the Willard-Sheridan com- 
pany with so much success. Mr. Willard 
appeared in his former character of Arthur 
lummingtop, and on him fell the burden 
of the piece. He acted with much spirit, 
and made the most of the numerous amus 
ing difficulties into which his departure 
from the * straighforward, simple, prepos 
terous truth” brought him. He was very 
ably supported by Miss Vera Patey as Rosa 
Colombier, the Gutta-Percha Girl, who put 
an immeuse amount of “go” into her 
representation of the part. Miss Bessie 
Royal had an important part to play as 
Mrs. Gillibrand, the terrible mother-in-law 
who works all the mischief, but was a lictle 
uneven, and scarcely dignified enough. 
Miss Cissie Denver appeared as Mrs. 
Hummingtop and Miss F. Trigge «s Daisy 
Maitland, and both played their parts care- 
fully. Mr, Vernard as Ormerod occasionally 
got rid of his stiffness to the benefit of the 
piece, Mr. Wentworth made the very 
most of the small part of Dobson, the 
servant, his exits and entrances being 
always effective; and he was capitally 
assisted in his love-making scenes by Miss 
Norman as his fellow servant Barbara. 
When Mr. Sheridan played Joshua in 
‘Shanghai he left so good an impression of 
his rendering of the part, that any one 
succeeding him in the character would be 
bound to suffer, so that it is very creditable 
to Mr. Harry Hall that he pleased his 
‘audience so much, It is not an easy part 
for a young comedian to essay, but Mr. 
Harty Hall's rendering of it was very com- 
mendable, though wot perfect. The 
‘Arabian Nights is certainly a very funny 
piece, and the audience were kept in a 
state of laughter from beginning to end. 


























“PAUL JONES.” 

The house which greeted the rise of the 
curtain (at 9.25!) on Saturday was not a 
good one, at least not as good as the 
merit of the performance deserved. It

We were much southed by 
his calling the “Insect” » wall-eyed 
bunyip. As Don Trocadero Mr. Hall kept 
the house in roars of laughter and obtained 
a reall for each of his most comical and 
diversified exits, as he also did for the 

‘Viva” song. Among the ladies Miss St. 
John, the heroine, looked charming and 
sang with much taste. She had to repeat a 
jortion of each of her songs. Miss Vera 

matey was disappointing. Chopinette has a 
great chance of distinguishing herself in the 
song and dance Just loxk at my subots; but 
as Miss Patey did not wear sab-ts and gave 
a kind of poses plastiques performance with 
castanets, the composer's ideas can hardly 
besaid to have been carried out. Miss Bessie 
Royal looked nice and played with care, 
although a stage wait on one’s: trance 
is hardly excusable. The ladies of the 
chorus sang with much spirit, and we could 
only wish that they had had half a dozen 
tenors and basses to back them up. Me. 
Zoplin did yeoman service at the piano, 
and accompanied, especially the solos, with 
much feeling. The music of the opera is, 
as our German friends would say, nichts 
besondlers one way or the other, but is very 
tuneful and sparkling, and was extremely 
well given all round: In fact, generally 
speaking, the performance was’ very suc- 
cessful, and we think Mr. Willard and his 
company deserve the greatest credit for 
playing on a night of so many other attrac- 
tions, and with the thermometer close on 
the nineties.

THE CATHEDRAL TOWER. 






LAYING OF THE FOUNDATION STONE. 

Ie is not often that Shanghai is the scone 
of an ecclesiastical ceremony like that of 
Wednesday, when the foundation stone of 
the tower of Trinity Cathe‘tral, Shanghai, 
was “well and truly laid” by the Bishop 
of North-China, the Right Rev. G. E, 
Moule, D.D. Occasions of such a nature 
being ‘rare, it was no wonder that a large 
number of clergy and laity assembled to 
witness the first step in making the final 
addition to the finest foreign buildin; 
China, The foreign settlement of Shanghaiis 
comparatively modern place, but during 
its brief life it has seen mauy wonderful 
changes, and one of the greatest of these 
isin the accommodation for English church- 
goers. When in 1849 the few residents 
held @ meeting and resolved to build a 
church which was to cost not more than 
$6,000, they could hardly have anticipated 
that in little more than two decades the 
ground would be occupied by the present 
magnifieont Gothie structure in al its glory 
o

In 1850, history tells us, a thunderstorm 
caved in the roof of the first church. The 
repairs cost more than the original building. 
Eleven years jater, the church had become 
30 dilapidated that it was found necessary 
to take itdown, Says Mr. Maclellan in 
his Story of Shanghai: 

“In 1864 plans for_a new Church 
obtained from Sir Gilbert Scott, R.A., 
which wore modified by Mr. Wm. Kidner, 
a local architect, partly on account of the 
expense which they would have involved, 
and partly for climatical rewsons, But, 
notwithstanding this pradential care, the 
Church was perhaps the most. signal in- 
stance of the extravagant ideas which pre- 
vailed in the community at the time when 
the planus of the architects wore adopted, 
The foundation stone of the new editice was 
laid on the 16th May, 1866, with great 
Masonic ceremonies, but the want of sulli- 
cient funds hindered the progress of the 
Duilding. Indeod, it was completed with 

rent dificulty, and at one time it secmed 
fikely that work on it. would be altogether 
suspended for want of money, or that if it 
was finished it would be held by the con- 
tractors until their debt was discharged. 
But a vigorous effort was made and liberal 
subscriptions were obtained ; part of the 
compound was let on lease, the rents of it 
up to 1884 were advanced by the lessee and 
the Church was opened for public worship 
on the Ist of August, 1869.” 

On the same page Mr. Maclellan, who 
wrote in 1889, says: “A tower, for the 
erection of which sufficient funds hi 
not yet been raised, forms part of 
Gilbert Scott’s plan.” This, however, 
not quite accurate ; Sir Gilbert Scott made 
no design for a tower, although he con- 
templated one. After ‘the lapse of many 
years, the reproach has been nearly, 
if not quite, removed, and next June 
it is hoped ‘that the tower will be not 
only completed but paid for. The total cost 
is put at Tls. 10,000, and of this amount 
Tis. 6,000 has already been raised, chiefly 
through the agoncy of the very successful 
bazaar which took place last December. 
‘The material and design will of course be 
in harmony with the rest of the building. 
The height of the tower and spire to base 
of cross will be 159 feet or rather more 
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than double the height of the main roof. 


The tower itself will be 78 feet high, tlie 
whole being raised on a S-feet base, Tt

Tt was 
headed by the Trustees, after whom came 
the Acting Consul General and Captain 
Clutterbuck, the clergy, Bishop, choir, aud 
congregation, At the site (where the scaf- 
fold poles were decked with flags aud ever- 
greens) two more prayers were read by the 
Bishop, who then assisted the architect, 
Mr. J. M. Cory, to place the stone, at the 
same time pronouncing the dedication, 
Mr. Cory had previously handed to. the 
Bishop a handsome silver trowel with an 
appropriate inscription. ‘The hymn Christ 
is our corner stone,” prayers and the bene- 
diction concluded the ceremony. 

‘A projected reception at the Deanery 
was abandoned in consequence of the lato 
distressing death of Mrs, Hodges’ brother, 

Beneath the stone was placed a metal 
box containing copies of the North-China 
Daily News, North-China Herald, Shang. 
hai Mercury, Hupao and Shénpao, together 
with sets of Hongkong subsidiary and the 
now Canton coinage, and a Mexican dollar. 
The inscription for the stone is being 
exceuted in England in brass, and, whew 
it arrives, will be affixed to it,

Soochow. The people have got up street 
processions by day and dragon lanterns by 
night to drive away the death-desling 
deity. 

In the village of Lile, close to Sungkiang, 
woman, tired of her husband, resolved to 
poison him by putting arsenic in his food.

On the ness of 
this occurrence reaching Taisan, the fisher- 
men assembled to the number of over 200 
men, sailed for Haipoo and set fire to the 
murderers’ houses, destroying everything 
within reach. A fight followed between 
the residents and the assailants. The Tai. 
gan men captured over 20 of the Haipoo 
people, leaving some prisoners in the hands 
of the natives. 

The Governor-General of Foochow has 
decided to send some naval students abroad 
to complete their education, Viceroy 
Li favours the scheme and has ordered a 
selection to be made of the advanced 
students from the Peiyang squadron to go 
in thesnme company. ‘The party will leave 
China next spring. 

Some soldiers robbed a countryman in 
Soochow of over a hundred ounces of silk. 
The victim knew the uniform worn by 
the marauders, avd brought the case before 
the police magistrate, who issued warrants 
for their apprehension, While the runners 
were taking the offenders to the yamén a 
party of their comrades released the pris- 
‘oners by force. The police magistrate at 
once called upon the Governor aud com 
plained, HE. was furious at the breach 
Of discipline and ordered the commander 
to surrender the two guilty parties imme- 
diately, ‘The corporals who had immedinte 
charge of these men got twenty blows each 
with the military rod, while the conanander, 
for the prosent, is in disgrace, 

Over 300,000 piculs of rice have been 
exported from Corea to Japan. The 
Japanese are purchasing this article ex- 
tensively this year.

Additional particulars are to hand re- 
specting the attack on Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung’s telegraph erecting staff by 
Hunanese. It seems that when one of the 
two line parties was attacked, they took 
refuge in a temple. ‘The magistrate of the 
place was compelled by threats to sign an 
undertaking, which was dictated to him, 
not to permit the erection of telegraphs in 
the province. He informed the telegraph 
workers that if they remained he could not 
answer for their lives, and accordingly 
they made their escape from the province 
with all possible speed. The other party 
received equally bad treatment, and their 
poles, numbering 1,200, were burnt. The 
matter has been reported to the Viceroy,

While the Hunanites were burning the 
telegraph poles and materials, as previously 
stated, the Prefect Shing, deputy of the 
line party, invited the local officials to 
come forward and puta stop to the pro- 
ceedings of the people. ‘The cficials 
hastened to the scene to restore order but 
were instantly mobbed and came near 
being thrown into the burning pile. ‘The 
Deputy’s boat was smashed to atoms while 
he himself escaped by land. ‘The operators 
and linemen had to flee at full speed from 
the angry multitude to a place of safety. 

Among the mountain fastuesses in Anhui 
there are many valuable mines. The peo- 
ple, who are great believers in fimgshui, are 
unwilling that the uatural wealth should be 
unearthed, while the officials, fearing that 
troubles might arise through’ using com- 
pulsory measures, generally leave such 
matters to the inclination of the people. 
Lately a farmer in digging a part of his 
field, found some hard substance under 
the surface of the earth, He examined it 
carefully and discovered that ho had acci- 
dentally come ona vein of coal, Secret- 
ly and diligently he to mine, 
and got out over ten piculs of coal, 
which he concealed while he waited 
for an opportunity t» take it to market ;

The sorvants were order- 
ed to keep a sharp Jook ont and one 
night a hole in the wall was discovered by 
some of the servants, who raised an alarm 
aud made a search. ‘The thief was cap- 
tured and found to be the carpenter who 
came to do the repairs,

On account of the recent heavy rains 
and the rising of the river upwards of 
sixty feet, the suburbs and lands outside 
Chungking have been inundated: Many 
houses were swept away and much damage 
was done to the crops. The misery and 
distress are very great. ‘The rain at last 
accounts was still falling. 

A great number of deaths is daily occur- 
ing in Sungkiang. ‘Those who are attacked 
vith the epidemic generally succumb in a 
few hours.
